The New Hop Process.

A new proeess for dryiog sod other-
wise treating and preserving hops, corn,
tea, fruit, tobscco and other vegetable
subMances, s under consideration in
Eungland, The method takes the form
of & portable osst or kiln, through which
the hops can be passed ino the gur-
den immediately after they have beso
plcked, The process is described as
follows by the Kentish (Eng.) Gazette:

The osst I8 constructed of light gal-
vaolzed Iren, and connecled therewith
are three tanks and ap engine about 4}
horse power. The machine Is capable
of holding an equivalent to two cloths
in an ordinary oast, and weighs about
two and one-hall tons. Air is by &
compréasor passed Into s drylog taonk
and parched, or, so to speak, made
thiraty, it is then passed under pressure
to another tauk and stored. The third
tank contains cold dry air for cooling
down, There Is an opening aod closing
examining port for puttingin the hand
to ascertaln when the hops are dry,und
8 thermometer and pressure gauge.
Outalde of the oast and at one end lsan
iron staging which supporis wagons
and rotating drums, Into whieh the
hops are placed, They ure then passed
loto the oast and the doors closed, An
alr exbhaust pump removes the surplus
molsture and oreates & vacuum, The
warm dry alr Is then let in, aud plays
through snd round the hops. Thus
when the hot rarified stnumsphere is lot
in at & sultable tempersture and the
drylng process beglos, the warm dry
alr pervading and golog throngh the
vegetable matter Lo e dried, the molst-
ure thereln passes oul by the process of
evaporation until the degree of molsture
beoores balanced and of the same don-
sity 1o the entire oast as that 1o the bop
or other matter,and when It hasjreached

& slate of equilibrium and the dry air
beocomes ohurged with the wolsture, it
I removed from the osst sod wore alr
Jot ln, in & continuous flow, until the
procesa la completed. Cold, dry
alr Is then passed from s relrigeratiog
tank for the coollng down, the doors
are opened and the wagous aod drums
withdrawn on to the staging.
